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Oil-filled radiator blamed for major 
fire at Chard furniture warehouse 


FAULTY oil-filled radiator has been blamed as the 
cause of the massive fire at Derham's Removals 
and Storage in East Street, Chard. 

The alarm was raised just after 8.15pm on 
Thursday, February 5th, and fire appliances were 
despatched from stations in Chard, Crewkerne, 
Axminster, Colyton, Wellington, Honiton, Yeovil 
and Wiveliscombe. 

Gas cylinders were involved in the fire, meaning 
that a 200-metre cordon had to be put into place 
and nearby properties evacuated. 

A spokesperson for the fire and rescue service 
said: "Following fire investigation, the cause was 
confirmed as accidental due to a fault on an oil 
filled radiator. No persons were involved or in¬ 
jured." 

The damage to the building was described as 
100 per cent damage by fire. 

South Somerset District Council came to the 
rescue of 30 evacuated residents. They were ini¬ 
tially looked after at JD Wetherspoons and by 
Avon and Somerset Police until the district coun¬ 
cil's Civil Contingencies team arrived and were 
able to find temporary accommodation for the 
evacuated residents. 

Residents stayed at the Lordleaze Hotel in 
Chard where they remained overnight before re¬ 


turning to their properties around midday on Fri¬ 
day. A council representative stayed at the hotel 
with them to ensure that they were kept up to 
date with the progress of the return to their 
properties. 

Speaking about the incident Pam Harvey, Civil 
Contingencies manager, said: "We were alerted 
to a major incident at 9.30pm on Thursday 
evening and I sent a member of staff to assess 
the situation and to find out how many people 
needed a place of safety. 

"Once we had confirmation of around 30 peo¬ 
ple, I arranged for the Lordleaze Hotel to put the 
residents up for the evening and we ensured 
everyone had what they needed to be as com¬ 
fortable as possible for the night." 

Councillor Henry Hobhouse, Portfolio Holder 
for Civil Contingencies, added: "We had some 
great support from local businesses that night 
who were offering suitable accommodation to 
the residents and we must thank everyone for 
that. 

"All residents were very thankful for our assis¬ 
tance in helping them get accommodation for 
the night and yet again, our staff showed that 
they are willing to go that extra mile and support 
residents when in need."

Police investigating sheep rustling 


POLICE are investigating the rustling of 200 in¬ 
lamb sheep from a field at Ash, near Martock, on 
Friday night. 

The sheep were all ear-tagged and marked with a 
large red patch on their backs, as well as an orange 
one on a front shoulder, and were all North Country 
Mules (as shown in photo). 

A stolen vehicle used to transport them has been 
recovered in Ilford, near Ilminster, after it was 
torched. 

A V registration Ley land Daf box van, cream in 
colour, was stolen on the same night from a business 
at Broadshard, near Crewkerne, probably at about 
11.30pm. 

This may also be connected with a Long Sutton 
farm burglary last Thursday, in which sheep feed, 
lambing equipment and hurdles were taken. The 
theft took place between 2am and 10pm in the 
Knightlands Lane area. 

WPC Rowan Hawkins, from the Rural Crime 
Team, said: “Stealing a flock of ewes due to give 
birth soon is a devastating crime for a farmer, and it 
appears to be linked to two other burglaries in South 
Somerset. 

“To take such a large number of animals is a 
highly organised crime and will require access to 



suitable facilities. 

“I appeal to the farming community for anyone 
with any information which can assist in this inves¬ 
tigation to come forward as soon as possible as we 
do have some lines of enquiry that we are following, 
and we also need to be mindful of the sheep’s wel¬ 
fare.” 

If you saw anyone acting suspiciously or any ve¬ 
hicles involved, or have any information which may 
help in the investigation, contact police on 101 and 
quote reference 13272/15.

Yeovil brothel closed after court order 


SOMERSET County Council’s critical future 
budget proposals - laying out over £57million of 
investment, £300million of spending and £16mil- 
lion of savings - has now been approved by Cabi¬ 
net. 

Cabinet members this week unanimously backed 
the authority’s plans for investing in buildings and 
structures and essential spending for its key serv¬ 
ices, recommending them for agreement by full 
council. 

This marks the next step along in the yearly 
budget-making process. 

County council leader, John Osman, also wel¬ 
comed a last-minute £600,000 central government 
grant, confirmed last week. 

The unexpected windfall has enabled Cabinet to 
agree to withdraw this year's savings proposals re¬ 
lating to the Pathways For Adults (P4A) pro¬ 
gramme, which works with adults at risk of or 
experiencing homelessness. 

The county council will now continue working 
closely and consulting with district council col¬ 
leagues and other organisations, in the hope of 
reaching alternative funding arrangements by the 
end of the 2015/16 financial year. 

A portion of this “surprise” government grant, 
along with renegotiations with bus service opera¬ 
tors, also means the council will now likely be able 
to retain its funding for seven Saturday bus routes. 
This will include the 161 service, serving Wells - 
Shepton Mallet - Frame. 

A final decision on the bus savings will be taken 
on Monday, February 16th, when Councillor Har¬ 
vey Siggs, Cabinet member for highways and 
transport, agrees the details of this reduced savings 
package. 


Among other major decisions taken by Cabinet 
this week, were: 

Continuing to lobby central government for fairer 
funding for Somerset 

Agreeing plans to reshape the way in which Som¬ 
erset residents receive their health and social care 
services, including by working more closely with 
partners 

Agreeing to introduce more regular reviews of in¬ 
dividuals using residential care in the county, to en¬ 
sure they get the care that best suits them, reflecting 
changes in circumstances. 

Councillor Osman said: “I am ever-proud of the 
hard work this authority does for the people of 
Somerset - and in the face of central government’s 
driving programme of austerity. 

“The government’s express ambition is to com¬ 
pletely remove millions of pounds-worth of rev¬ 
enue funding by 2020, and maybe even before. 

“Which is why these savings we are being forced 
to make, and explore, are not just about this coming 
financial year, but being realistic about the years to 
come.” 

Somerset’s 55 elected county councillors, and the 
public, are invited to attend the full council meeting 
on Wednesday, February 18th at Taunton’s Shire 
Hall. 

This will be the next, possibly final, step in agree¬ 
ing the action plan for the council’s financial fu¬ 
ture.

POLICE secured a brothel closure order Monday on 
a flat in Wyndham Street, Yeovil, where vulnerable 
adults were being exploited. 

Bristol Magistrates Court made the order for three 
months, after police served a temporary closure no¬ 
tice on January 27th, until a court application could 
be made. 

Somerset East Chief Inspector Jeff Foreman said: 
"This closure is part of an investigation into sexual 
exploitation which has already yielded some arrests. 

"I'm pleased the court agreed with us that the 
premises should be closed for three months, and we 
will consider what further action needs to be taken 
over the coming months. 

"Our officers and legal team produced a lot of evi¬ 


dence about the activity there, so I am grateful for 
their efforts to protect the victims and public, and 
their efforts to bring anyone involved in criminal ac¬ 
tivity to justice." 

Three people have been passed on to the National 
Referral Mechanism, a system which helps protect 
victims of trafficking and sexual exploitation. 

Two men, aged 71 and 63, and a female aged 53, 
from Yeovil remain on bail as part of the wider inves¬ 
tigation. 

No one is permitted to enter the flat now, except 
for carrying out essential repairs or maintenance. Any 
unauthorised entry could be punished by up to a 
year in prison and a maximum fine of £5,000.

CREWKERNE-based 
turbine maker Ecowave 
Systems Ltd. has won 
The North West Civil En¬ 
gineering Community 
Award - dubbed the “En¬ 
gineering Oscar” - for a 
project at Dove Stone 
Reservoir, near Oldham. 

The Dove Stone Hydro 
Scheme generates 
enough electricity to 
power 75 houses, using 
reservoir water that 
would otherwise be 
wasted, and designers say 
the scheme effectively 
prevents the emission of 
164 tonnes of carbon dioxide into the atmosphere each 
year. 

The £516,000 project, which is believed to be the 
first project of its kind in England, was brought to 
fruition thanks to a partnership between private com¬ 
pany United Utilities and volunteers from the Saddle- 
worth Community Hydro group, with Ecowave 
providing the turbines and control equipment for the 
scheme. 

The award is given by The Institution of Civil Engi¬ 
neers, and government minister Dan Rogerson MP 

He commented: “Dove Stone Hydro Scheme is a 
ground-breaking project which thoroughly deserves 
this recognition from the ICE awards. 

“We provided £2million of funding for the Rural 
Carbon Challenge to support initiatives just like this 
- promoting renewable energy while making impor¬ 
tant contributions to our rural communities. 

“Everyone who played a part in Dove Stone’s suc¬ 
cess should be very proud.” 

Craig A. Taylor, managing director of Ecowave Sys¬ 
tems Ltd, added: “Hydropower projects are notori¬ 
ously complex but the Dove Stone scheme took this 
to a new level. The determination of the community 
group has to be applauded and we offer our congratu¬ 


lations to all involved. 

“We are delighted this project has now received the 
recognition it deserves and we hope other community 
groups will be encouraged its success.” 

Alan Butler, North West regional director of the In¬ 
stitution of Civil Engineers, said: “These annual 
awards help showcase some of the excellent civil en¬ 
gineering that’s happening in the UK, and in this case 
we’re also looking at a hugely successful community 
project with a particular emphasis on sustainability. 

“Dove Stone Hydro Scheme is a fantastic achieve¬ 
ment and it’s a great example of the innovation and 
the civil engineering genius that go into providing this 
country with world-class infrastructure, while improv¬ 
ing the environment and benefiting the economy.” 

Members of Saddleworth Community Hydro say the 
inspiration for the project came from the 2006 Acad¬ 
emy Award-winning film “An Inconvenient Truth”, 
about former US vice-president A1 Gore’s attempts to 
educate the public regarding climate change. The con¬ 
struction work for the project was carried out by CT 
Construction of Chinley, Derbyshire. The Institution 
of Civil Engineers announced the results at an Oscars- 
style awards dinner in Manchester on Friday, February 
6th.

... Did you know... 

^ THE saint we celebrate on Valentine's Day is 
known officially as St. Valentine of Rome in order 
to differentiate him from the dozen or so other 
Valentines on the list. Because Valentinus -from 
the Latin word for worthy, strong or powerful - 
was a popular name between the second and 
eighth centuries AD, several martyrs over the 
centuries have carried this name. The official 
Roman Catholic roster of saints shows about a 
dozen who were named Valentine or some vari¬ 
ation thereof. 


^ VALENTINE is the patron saint of beekeepers 
and epilepsy, among many other things. Saints 
are certainly expected to keep busy in the after¬ 
life. Their holy duties include interceding in 
earthly affairs and entertaining petitions from 
living souls. In this respect, St Valentine has 
wide-ranging spiritual responsibilities. People 
call on him to watch over the lives of lovers, of 
course, but also for interventions regarding 
beekeeping and epilepsy, as well as the plague, 
fainting and travelling. As you might expect, 
he's also the patron saint of engaged couples 
and happy marriages.

LOCAL MP David Laws has congratulated Neroche 
Primary School in Broadway, llminster, on improving 
their Key Stage 2 results for disadvantaged pupils who 
received pupil premium funding. 

The Liberal Democrat MP for the Yeovil constituency 
and Minister of State for Schools wrote a letter to head¬ 
teacher Connel Boyle congratulating the whole school. 

The school’s results show that pupils from lower in¬ 
come backgrounds have progressed significantly since 
2011 and that attainment levels have improved consid¬ 
erably. In the 2014 SATs tests, Neroche children from 

Major drainage works to start 

MAJOR drainage improvements which were delayed 
by rebuilding work at the Beacon, near llminster, are 
due to finally go ahead next week. 

The work on the B3168 at Puckington is essential, 
and has been planned for some time, but had to be 
postponed last summer while the nearby Beacon 
was closed for nine months due to a significant land¬ 
slip. The Beacon is on the recognised diversion route 
for this scheme. 

The overall upgrade is scheduled to take six weeks, 
with work on the B3168 taking four weeks and work 
on the Stocklinch Lane junction due to last two 
weeks. 

Councillor Harvey Siggs, Somerset County Coun¬ 
cil's Cabinet member for highways, said: "I am 
pleased that this scheme is finally able to take place. 
Everyone knows about the major rebuilding work 
which took place at the Beacon for large parts of last 
year and unfortunately one of the consequences of 
that was a delay to these essential improvements. 

"We will be working hard to complete the work as 
quickly as possible, but we're aware there will be 
some disruption and I apologise for any inconven¬ 
ience. 

"We have been in discussion with local businesses 
and traders and additional signing, particularly for 
Barrington, Hambridge and Westport, will be pro¬ 
vided on the official diversion route." 

A local diversion for light vehicles only will also in 
operation during these works. 


disadvantaged backgrounds scored higher than the na¬ 
tional average for all pupil groups for a third year run¬ 
ning. The school is one of the best in England on this 
key measure.

It is 
frankly a disgrace that children’s life chances are still 
dictated by their family backgrounds. 

“The pupil premium gives schools the money they 
need to help all pupils achieve more, and Neroche Pri¬ 
mary School is showing everyone what can be achieved 
with this extra investment.” 

Mr Boyle added: “For the school to have received this 
official recognition from the government and David 
Laws for our excellent support for pupils from disad¬ 
vantaged backgrounds has really boosted our teachers’ 
morale.

As a 
child I was myself in receipt of free school meals and 
had the advantage of attending super schools in a so¬ 
cially disadvantaged area. My own background drives 
my passion for doing the best possible for all our chil¬ 
dren.” 


LOCAL charity fundraiser and councillor, Linda 
Vijeh, gave a talk entitled "Sleeping Around" to 
members of the llminster Thursday Group at the 
Warehouse Theatre. 

The popular group, with over 150 members, 
meets every week at 10am to hear a variety of 
speakers as part of their programme of activities. 

During her talk, Linda recounted her days as a 
hotel inspector, where she would sleep in over 250 
beds a year covering the British Isles, and every¬ 
thing from small private bed and breakfast to 
world-renowned, five star hotels. 


She stressed the importance of remaining objec¬ 
tive, and although known for her critical opinion 
through her company Service Matters, she now 
prefers to provide advice and assistance to hotels 
to make sure that we all have a much more enjoy¬ 
able stay. 

Linda donated her fee of £50 to one of the many 
charities she supports, the Samaritans, and has al¬ 
ready been asked if she will pay a return visit to talk 
about "Putting on the Pounds", her experiences as 
a restaurant inspector.

"I firmly believe if it wasn't for 
Stephane's contributions the club would 
not of enjoyed the success that was to 
come following the 2009/10 season. 

"On behalf of Chard United FC I pass on 
our heartfelt condolences to Stephane's 
mum Isabelle, dad Roger, brother Amyon, 
sister Sophie and rest of his family." 

A memorial match is set to be organised 
in the summer in his memory.
